h a t thc» situation “looks very g rave,” 
md tiudt already strained relations be- 
,ween the United S tates and Mexico 
lave been made much w orse by the 
developm ents c f the last few days. In 
piany Mexican tow ns close to the line 
refuges are arriving from the interior, 
m ost of them fearing intervention is at 
hand. 
The Im parcia| has a story spread 
iacross the six colum ns of its front 
page, the head reading: “The Flight 
of the Two A m ericans H as C om plicat­ 
ed the Problem W ith Mexico.” This 
article says th a t while M exicans are 
viewing the situation w ith 
reserve, 
they fear th a t the kidnaping is likely 
[to make m atters worse. 
In well inform ed Mexican circles, it 
is said th a t the belief is grow ing th a t 
the United S tates has a definite course 
m apped out and th a t the 
slig h test 
provocation will bring about interven­ 
tion. 
A telegram received a t the office of 
Miajor G eneral Hickman, 
said th at 
he expected to leave M arfa early 
today and go to Del Rio a few m iles 
aw ay and th a t he regarded his p res­ 
ence a t M arfa of no m ore use a t the 
present. 
It w as stated th a t the de­ 
p arture of General Dickman did not 
m ean th a t the troops would abandon 


th e h unt today. 
It is thought here 
th a t the hunt will be continued 
as 
long as there is any hope of finding 
the outlaw Rentario. 
A m essage has 
been sent to the w ar departm ent by 
General 
Dickman th a t the 
troops 
w ere still on the “ hot tra il” and th at 
he would continue the p u rsu it as long 
as he is able to follow the trail. 
Several more aeroplanes are ready 
to leave Kelly field today if they are 
called by Colonel 
Ijanghorne, cornl- 
m ander a t M arfa. The planes, which 
will be sent today if they are needed, 
have radio ap p aratu s capable of c a r­ 
rying a m essage from 200 to 
7f>0 
m iles. 
The planes now being used 
carry only 125 or 150 m iles. All these 
planes c arry m achine guns and can he 
equipped for bombing if necessary. 
Colonel W. T. Johnston, chief of 
staff, says th a t the shipm ent iff a r­ 
mored tan k s to Colum bus, N. M., and 
several other places on the border has 
no connection with th e present bor­ 
der trouble. 
They form a p art of the 
large am ount of surplus w ar m aterial 
which w as ordered by th e departm ent 
m onths ago and is ju st now being 
delivered by the m anufacturers. Be­ 
sides the tanks there are a large num ­ 
ber of rifles, w agons and other equip­ 
m ent stored along the border from El 
Paso to San Antonio. 
T his could he 
throw n into im m ediate use if neces­ 
sary. 
The guns include tw enty French 
75 m illim eters recently shipped from 
here to El Paso. 


SURVEY OF AVAILABLE TIMBER FOR 
PULP WOOD MAY BE MADE BY U. S.

W ashington, Aug. 23.— In view of 
the decreasing supply of A m erican 
pulp wood used in the m anufacture p f 
new sprint paper, Senator W atson, of 
Indiana, introduced a resolution 
in 
the senate today authorizing the sec­ 
retary of ag ricu ltu re to m ake a survey 
and prelim inary investigation of the 
approxim ate and possible 
available 
tim ber supply, not' only in the n o rth ­ 
w estern p art of the U nited States, 
but a1 s a in th e central and w estern 
sections. 
The secretary of agricul­ 
tu re, also under the resolution, is di­ 
rected to m ake recom m endations for 
pulp wood utilization. 
The sum of 
$100,000 is asked to carry on the su r­ 
vey and investigation. 
“Tw o-thirds of the new s p rin t used 
by A m erican new spapers,’’ said Sen­ 
ato r W atson, in introducing the res­ 
olution, “ is im ported or m anufactured 
from wood or pulp 
im ported from 
Canada. 
One third is m ade 
in 
the 
U nited S ta irs from pulp grow n in the 
United S tates.

tion is steadily increasing, the latte r 
is steadily decreasng.

Markings of Horse’s Coat. 
It is found that there is a very defi­ 
nite eon nett ion between the coat color 
of horses and the frequency with 
which white markings occur. 
Thus 
the latter are by far the most com­ 
monly associated with the chestnut 
color. And not only are they the most 
prevalent in chestnut horses, but it is 
also, of course, a well-known fact that 
the markings are apt to be more ex­ 
tended in nature in the case of this 
color than In that of any other. Chest­ 
nut, therefore, apparently possesses 
so to speak, a special affinity for these 
markings. Bay ranks next as regards 
Hie degree of frequency with which 
white markings appear in horse* of 
tliis color, although it comes a good 
way behind chestnut in this respect. 
Then follows brown, while the white 
marks arc met with less frequently 
among black and roan colored horses.

Markings of H orse’s Coat. 
It Is found that there is a very defi­ 
nite connection between the coat color 
of horses aud the frequency with 
which white markings occur. 
Thus 
the latter are by far the most com­ 
monly associated with the chestnut 
color. Aud not only arf* they the most 
prevalent in chestnut horses, hut it is 
also, of course, a well-known fact that 
the markings are apt to be more ex­ 
tended in nature iii the ca se of this 
color than iii that of any other. Chest­ 
nut, therefore, apparently possesses 
so to speak, a special affinity for these 
markings. Bay ranks next as regards 
the degree of frequency with which 
white markings appear In horse* of 
this color, although it comes a good 
way behind chestnut in this respect. 
Then follows brown, while the white 
marks are met with less frequently 
among black and roan colored horse*.

MUNICIPAL MARKET 
TO BE ESTABLISH 
IN XENIA NEXT WEEK 


A municipal market to be located in 
the vacant lot owned by H. L. Binder 
on the East Bide‘of 
South Detroit 
strut, between the Gazette building 
and the Higgins and Phillips clothing 
store, and 'offering Vplaeb under city 
supervision for hucksters and mark 
men to sell their goods*, has been ar 
ranged by City Manager Kenyon Rid 
die and will he started, next Vyejar.,.} 
The establishment of a market is* 
direct result of the recommendatio 
contained in the report of the gran 
jury in the profiteering probe, which 
brought out the fact that no hucksters 
were raising or selling goods in Xenia 
now, and urged that a market be es­ 
tablished. 
The market will open for 
the first day on next Wednesday. 
The lot bas been rented by the c]ny 
and will bo divided into booths/which 
will be sub-rented at the rate of $1 
for each market day, to hucksters or 
others who wish to market their wares 
in this manner. Tables will be fur­ 
nished by tho city for the merchants 
to display their wares and gravel 
walks will be provided through the 
line of booths for the customers. lh 
time canvass sunshades or awnings 
will be put up. 
The city will retain 
one of these booths which will be oc­ 
cupied by the man in charge of the 
market place, and which will be used 
to sell articles in small 
quantities 
brought in by farmers. 
For ten per 
cent of the amount sold for, the city 
will handle all sorts of saleable arti­ 
cles of food in this booth. 
Each day before market day, 
the 
street in front of the market place 
will be flushed and cleaned, and “no 
“parking” signs will be put up 
to 
make the place as convenient as pos­ 
sible. 
In case there 
are 
no 
local 
hucksters who care to occupy 
the 
space provided by the city, the city 
j will hire a truck and go through the 
county buying vegetables, fruits and 
produce which it will sell at a nom­ 
inal cost to Xenia people. 
While the 
city will not attempt to govern the 
price charged by the hucksters at 
first, they will be expected to 
a smaller amount then the establish­ 
ed merchants, because their 
over 
head expense is practically nothing. 
In case they do not make a cut in 
their prices, the city will take some 
action in the matter to insure lower 
prices on goods sold in this manner. 
The final establishment of a city 
market here is the result of the ac­ 
tion of the city in passing an ordi­ 
nance against displaying 
wares on 
the street, following action 
of 
the 
County Commissioners 
against 
the 
use of the court house square as a 
marketing place. 
At the time the hucksters were 
driven from the Court House square 
I there was a clash between them and 
j officials, during which the city at- 
j tempted to rent the Binder lot and es- 
! tablish the merchants there. The lat­ 
ter refused however, although Mr. 
I Binder offered to rent the lot for $t 
a week. The l l fee stood in the way 
of a market for Xenia at that time, 
although these merchants do not live 
in the city as a rule, pay 
no taxes 
here and have no rent or overhead 
expense. 
Thus the matter of a mar­ 
ket here then fell through with. Tho 
I recommendation of the Grand jury 
however, forced tho issue, and 
th® 
I city authorities are now determined 
j to start a market Lf they have to buy 
the goods and sell them themselves. 
Another title has been added to
